(By Universal Service) 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—Aiming 
a blow at crime waves, the house 
teday adopted a bill -prohibiting 
shipment: of firearms through the 
mnt excepting from dealer te 
dealer. 

A fine. of not more than $1,000 
or imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both, was pro- 
vided for violators. 

“Thousands of revolvers” are 
shipped by parcel post each year 
to persons bent upon crime,” de- 
clared Rep. Miller (R) of ‘Wash- 
ington, author. of the Dill. He 
added; 

“This Measure will go a long 
way toward curbing the crime 
wave, as criminals ‘will find it 
more difficult to obtain weapons. 

“Many states and cities have 
strict laws goyerning sale of fire- 
arms. To circumvent these laws 
criminals obtain revolvers from 
manufacturers by parcel post.”

CARSON CITY, Nev., May 20.— 
Has the Nevada State prison, 
where Stanko Jukich will be ex- 
ecuted tomorrow, always been a 
place of death? 

Excavations under way in 
bluff which formed one wall 
ithe prison compound have brought 
to life what may have been a 
prehistoric death trap scientists 
| believe. 

About 80 yards from the squat 
of stone buildings where Nevada 
| will try her lethal gas execution 
for the second time tomorrow, 
footprints of animals such as the 
sloth, giant elephant, enormous 
wolf tracks, and the prints of some 
large bird have been’ impressed 
upon a sloping slab of hard lime- 
stone which may at one time have 
led to a poisoned watering hole, 
or_a death bog.
